{Text} 1. Foreword. The probleme of social welfare began to be discussed in our 


country in 1972, the year we began the Fourth Five-Year Economic Development Plan. 
As is well known, the noteworthy succese of the previous three economic development 
plane wae the bringing about of the quantitative expansion of the national economy 
with the result that Korea became 4 semi-advanced country. However, in ite quali- 
tative aspects, the country still had not passed beyond early capitaliem, eo that 
yd. -DyAT A, yh 2-4 A add 


one-sided economic policy which had pureved the quantitative growth of favored large 
enterprises and begar .o or 4 workers’ welfare policy to allow 
the distribution of the fruite of growth to the working class aleo. Therefore, 

the responsible organ, the Office of Labor Affaire, emphasized 4 policy calling 

for increased employment, manpower development and workers’ welfare under the major 
ascumption of industrial peace through the etrengthening of labor management 
cooperation. 


As something generally meaning facilities or inetitutions created for the purpose 
of enhancing the quality of the social, economic and cultural lives of workers and 
their families, the category of workers’ welfare includes, in the narrow sense, 
the establishing of inetitutional mechanisms to protect workers and their families 
from economic poverty and disease; in the broader sense, it includes 411 the posi- 
tive geasures such a6 the establishment of the full range of facilities to enrich 
the social and cultural sepects of workers’ lives. 


Currently the government is establishing the decade of the eighties as the decade 

of the realization of the welfare society. According to related materials, there 
were 14,920,000 people engaged in economic activities in our country as of September 
1979; the auaber of people employed by others is 11,370,000, just about one-third 

of our total population. It is clear that with industrial development the portion 
of our population employed by others will grow even more, making the importance 

of workers’ welfare great even among the various areas of social welfare. 

















it is in this sense that we will be looking at the probleme in the carrying out of 
thie workers’ welfare, which we have seen is of such great importance, and at what 
will be the best waye to set up future measures, examining these issues through 
> gomgete of the current statue and the future taske and prospects of workers’ 
welfare. 


il. Current Statue and Probleme 


The firet task of the busineseman ie to meintain and increase hie business’ profit. 
in thie sense, we can say hat the busineseman's incessant desire for profit is 
biological. Thue it is inevitable that ceaseless tension and conflict exist be- 
tween management, which is trying to achieve greater profit, and labor, which is 
trying to gain higher wages and guarantees of improved working conditions. There- 
fore, the inetitutional mechanisms born of the relations of confrontation to 
protect the righte and interests of labor, which is in the weaker position, and to 
lead labor and management from confrontation to relations of cooperation, are the 
labor union and the system of labor/management negotiation. 


With the rapid industrialigation of society, the number of wage laborers is growing 
rapidly; the etrength of organized labor has also expanded to over | million, 
doubling in qumbers since the beginning of the seventies. According to 1977 
statistics, our country's percentage of organized labor was 27 percent at 954,000 
members of 4 possible 3,526,000; although this is low in comparison with the 
organized labor percentage of some advanced countries for the same year, it is at 
the same level with several. for example, England had the highest percentage of 
organizations at 51.8 percent, followed by Weet Germany and Japan at 35.9 percent 
and 33.7 percent each, while the "nited States and Canada had figures similar to 
our own at 27.2 percent and 26.7 percent. 


More to the point than organized labor statistics, however, is the question of how 
faithful Korea's labor wnions are to their basic functions in comparison with the 
labor unions of other countries. This is because Korea's labor unions, due to 
various real limitations, are unable to act actively as spokesmen or protectors on 
matters of concern to workers, in contrast to other countries where labor unions 
enjoy powerful influence in protecting the rights and interests of workers in 
various ways, not to mention that they enjoy the freedom to determine wages. 


According to G.E. Burret, industrial peace in the true sense is achieved in the 
process of coming t«, carrying out and adhering to 4 collective agreement through 
the achieving of coilective bargaining between labor and aanagement. That is, 
collective bargaining promotes the labor union's responsibility for production 
while, through its implementation, it makes each worker keep work discipline and 
decreases absence, tardiness and sabotage as well as enhancing the workers’ 
self-respect and aiding them in their development and demonstration of skill to 
increase work efficiency. He also emphasizes that in addition to pay, unions 
provide old-age pensions and protection against industrial damage, disease and 
unemployeent, thereby giving workers self-respect and security; he aleo emphasizes 
that unions are ultimately social welfare organizations which raise the social 
position of workers. 














M. Munceick emphasizes the welfare function of labor onions in th. sense that the 
exercise of self-regulation is the ultimate meane for the equal distribution of 
income. Of course, underlying these assertions is 4 strong hope of impressing 
social responsibility toward workers on the enterprises in opposition to their 
general establishment of the economic goal of seeking the maximization of profit, 
eo that at times the fact that the social and economic functions of the enterprise 
cannot be separated, the fact that only sufficient profit can guarantee the survival 
of the enterprise, is overlooked. At any rate, in our situation the benefite of 
workere' welfare are not yet diversified, wages form the worker's only source of 
income and sole means of sustenance, and in some cases the wages received by the 
worker are not commensurate with what he contributes socially through his produc- 
tion, eo that his sense of social alienation is intensified; therefore it seems 
proper that the determination of wages should be entrusted to self-regulating 
labor management negotiations with the government's role minimized. This is 
because under such circumstances the labor unions can begin to carry out their 
original functions. 





For the establishment of a basis for a labor/management system which independently 
resolves an enterprise's labor/management problems, the sixth paragraph of the 
labor union law stipulates that “management and labor unions must establish Labor 
negotiation seetings in order to increase productivity through mutual cooperation"; 
the law requires that these labor negotiation meetings be composed of equal numbers 
of five or fewer representatives each from labor and management, and that regular 
meetings be held at least once each period. In addition, in 1975 the labor union 
law was amended to make compulsory the establishment and operation of labor=manage- 
ment negotiation meetings in 411 places of work with established labor unions, 
while actively urging the establishment of this system in all places of work with 
over 30 employees where unions had not been formed. As 4 result, by the end of 
November 1979, the negotiation system was established in all of the targeted 13,082 
places of work. 


However, I would say that a more important thing in the establishment and operation 
of a labor/management negotiation system is the effectiveness of the system in its 
functional aspects. That is, just how @any real problems can the system catch and 
negotiate? As is well known, the functions and purposes of the labor /management 
negotiation system enhances productivity to enlarge the enterprise's profit margin, 
thereby contributing to the enterprise's growth. Ultimately, by providing for 
greater return for both labor and management, this raises the living standard of 
the workers. Also, by improving welfare conditions, it concributes to worker wel- 
fare. Second, as 4 social function, the labor/management system eases communication 
between labor and ganagement and smoothes human relations within the enterprise to 
enhance the atmosphere of labor and management cooperation, thereby laying the 
groundwork for the democratization of the enterprise as well as for the rational- 
ization of management. Thus in the process of consultation, labor and management 
cute to negotiate and the enterprise fosters a consciouness of “our enterprise.” 
Ultimately, this furthers the workers’ attachment to the enterprise and increases 
their lovalty to the enterprise. 


However, inasmuch as such functions and goals of the labor/management negotiation 
system have not been effectively realized, it is known that Korea's labor /management 
negotiation system has not achieved particularly great success. Simple speaking, i 








would say that the reason is 4 lack of understanding of the labor/management 
hegotiation system on the part of both labor and management; more than anything 
elee, top management has not opened up to labor ite production plans or other 
management information, and hae not lent ite ear to labor's ideas, hopes and 
criticiem regarding management, continuing inetead with an authoritarian attitude. 
Ae 4 result, management has 4 negative attitude toward the negotiation system and 
4 tational system of dietribution has not yet been established, while on the other 
hand the labor union is preoccupied with being pressed one-sidely for improvement 
in working conditions without regard for the enterprise's situation, so that this 
system is frequently misused as a preparatory organ for collective bargaining. 


On one hand, in the capital and the provinces there are central labor/management 
meetings and provincial labor/management meetings composed of the government, 
management and labor; these organs were established with the intention that they 
exchange information and negotiate, thereby removing ahead of time the causes of 
labor /management discord to resolve labor/management problems through cooper: tion 
rather than confrontation. The central labor/management meeting is held eve y 
ether nth and usually handles such issues ase the factory New Village Movement, 
wages and working conditions. The provincial labor/management meetings are heid 
every month, and their items for negotiation are usually the prevention of lLabor/- 
management discord, the enhancement of workers’ welfare, the raising of low wages | 
and the elimination of overdue wages. 


In addition, there is the Central Labor Committee, which has been entrusted by 
the Office of Labor Affairs with the official power to handle labor/management 
conflict but since it is composed on only one judge and two scholars, I do not 
think it could be expected to resolve objectively all the labor/management 
conflicts arising throughout the country. 


Workers’ welfare is generally thought to be limited to sa.proving working conditions 
at the place of work after the worker has found employment, but in fact that is not 
true. Apart from the place of work or the type of work, and apart from before 

and after employment, continuous job training, career guidance, career counseling 
and employment placement are needed for aptitude employment based on manpower 
development and on the aptitudes and abilities of each worker; also, 4 pension 
system gust be sought to provide for a living after retirement. 


With the expansion of the economy, the increase in overseas manpower and the 
development of heavy chemical industries bringing about a high-level industrial 
structure, the conditions for the employment of the economically active population 
are brighter than ever before; however, with the appearance of the problem of a 
shortage of systematically trained skilled labor to meet the demand, the planning 
and execution of training of these workers by government and business in order to 
fill the demand has been carried out actively. For example, in 1975 the special 
law for vocational training was passed which made it compulsory for places of work 
with over 500 employees to do company job training; in 1977 this was joined with 
the basic vocational training law and it expanded its scope to include all working 
places with standing work forces of over 300 employees as subject to requirements 
for company job training. As a result, whereas before 1974 yearly job training 
totals came to about 40,000 people, in 1977 more than 83,700 persons received job 
training, 4 figure auch greater than the 73,000 called for by the training plan, 














and as of the end of September 1979, 112,500 persons, or 99.3 percent of the target, 
had received training. 


Forecasting that the high growth rate of the Korean economy would continue, the 
Korea Development Inetitute set up a long-range plan to baiance the supply and 
demand for skilled workers which judged that between 1977 and 1980, 432,000 skilled 
workers would be needed and called for the existing training facilities to train 
130,000 and for expanded facilities to train the remaining 302,000. However, the 
recession which began in the latter half of 1979 is still continuing, and it is 

not clear whether there will be 4 recovery in the near future, so that it is 
questionable if thie plan «© be continued without running into stumbling blocks. 





In addition, a female and child worker protection association has been established 
for the protection of female and child workers and for the enhancement of their 
quality; it is currently composed of and operated by labor/management representatives 
and related organe at nine industrial sites and it meets monthly to negotiate on 
problems of improving working conditions and expanding welfare facilities. Also, 

it operates eight working women's schools in places such as Seoul along with over 
600 workplace classrooms, and for counseling working women it has attached 35 . 
working women's counselors to provincial offices of the Office of Labor Affairs to 
handle industrial counseling as well as operating night schools to give them a way 
to get an education. 


In the pre-industrial era there was no such concept as full employment; however, 

in today's industrial society, the concept of full employment is universal, so that 
one of the most important duties of the state is to make available switable employ- 
ment to all ite citizens who have the desire and the ability to work, and the 
citizens have the right to demand of the state a guarantee of an opportunity for 
employment commensurate with their abilities. Therefore, contemporary man is Living 
in an age when work has become a right rather than a duty. In response to the work 
concept of the times, the government's efforts to encourage employment have resulted 
in a decrease of the unemployment rate f' « 4.5 percent in 1971 to 2.9 percent in 
1978 (3.4 percent in 1979). 


On one hand, ‘he government decided to establish and operate 40 job security 
organizations throughout the country as primary labor market organs for the encour- 
agement of employment and balancing labor supply and demand. Of course, there are 
many more private employment agencies, but the Office of Labor Affairs’ employment 
offices have achieved a degree of system so that it can be calculated that for each 
373,000 economically active persons there is one employment office. Each office has 
three or four workers. However, not only did the employment security account for 
only about | percent of placements among all employed persons, but most of their 
placements were such positions as housemaid, hostess, or hotel and boarding house 
workers for women and girls, so that I would say that job placement efforts through 
the existing job security organs cannot avoid structural weaknesses. 


Originally a job placement system fulfills the function of protecting the workers’ 
livelihood by providing opportunities for appropriate employment to workers who 
are capable of work but have lost jobs as well as the function of controlling the 
supply and demand for labor in industrial society. Today in numerous advanced 
countries, organized and scientific job placement centers not only are responsible 








in fact for providing laborpower for the labor market but also handle the work of 
unemployment compensation. 


llowever, most of our country's job placement offices are private and offer job 
placement for a fee. But, it is only right that such organs should be public 
agencies. This is because the isolated and scattered worke:s cannot know the 
direction of the labor market, so that when workers report for placement in jobs 
which the private agency has obtained through ite connections they are easily sub- 
jected to a feeling of class subordination, and because at times they are exploited 
by the intermediaries. However, in the case of public agencies the placement fee 
is either non-existent or modest, and such unpleasant things as intermediate 
exploitation can be eradicated so that they can enjoy a much broader placement 
scope and can control the supply and demand for labor nationwide. Therefore, IL 
would gay that in the sense of according with a workers' welfare policy the 
establishment of an organized and scientific labor market is urgently needed. 


Cenerally speaking, a backward society not only has little respect for human rights 
but has much cheap labor, so that little thought is given to protecting workers in 
comparison to the thought given to introducing machinery and materials. However, 
we must realize that labor is the most important element in production and that 
maintaining and fostering it is the basic premise of ceproduction. Therefore, we 
must not think that expanded facilities and systems for protecting the workers’ 
livelihood represent consumption expenditures. 


Although it may be said that the people's income increases greatly as a result of 
the high rate of growth of a country's economy, if because of inflation and the 
unequal distribution of wealth the working masses are excluded from the benefits 

of economic development, that becomes a new cause for social unrest. In this sense, 
the state strives to achieve social stability by providing a basis for the formation 
of wealth by workers and low income classes as a matter of social policy. Thus in 
West Germany beginning with the 1976 housing premium law a system for the formation 
of wealth by the workers as part of a social security system has become generalized. 


Our country's system for the formation of wealth by workers began on | April 1976; 
it allows f © a worker to receive in cash his savings principle plus a4 savings 
subsidy after having saved for a specified period of time, with the lump sum savings 
handled by the People's Band and the Korea Housing Bank, and the bond investment 
savings by which the principle and interest earned during a specified time deposit 
can be received in cash, stock, bonds or money market certificates, or by which the 
savings subsidy can be received in cash. Workers who participate in this savings 
program can receive legally specified subsidies from the government and voluntary 
subsidies from their employers, and they can receive tax assistance as well as 
mortgage loans within certain limits when buying homes. Also, the "Special Measure 
for Providing Subsidies to Low Income Persons Participating in Wealth Formation" 
has been recently promulgated so that low income persous with less than 155,000 
won per month in income (the tax exemption limit) will receive an extra 5 to 8 
percent special government subsidy in addition to regular interest and the legally 
established subsidy. 


However, there are a few problems which must be considered here. The system of 
workers’ wealth formation savings is originally a system whereby the government 











assists financially the workers’ spontaneous savings efforts. Thus those workers 
whose income levels are so low as to preclude savings are forced out of the sphere 
of those who can enjoy the benefite of this system. Currently about 75 percent of 
our total work force falle under the tax exemption limit, so that the problem of 
protecting these workers remains unsolved. Therefore, it would only seem right that 
ae in West Germany a system of wealth formation for workers be sought which would 
provide for those with incomes which preclude savings along with other workers ae a 
means of protecting low income people. Also, although in comparison with general 
interest rates this system offers high returns, in our country where inflation is 
so high the benefits the workers ultimately receive are not large. Thus more than 
anything elee prices must be stabilized for this system to be effective, and 
interest must be linked to the consumer price index so as to protect the workers 
participating in wealth formation savings from inflation. 


As a system to provide equal opportunity to the people for health and health 
maintenance, the medical insurance system is a basic task in the realization of 
social welfare and is one of the most important measures for social security. Thus 
the advanced countries have long had such medical insurance systems; following the 
establishment of the medical insurance !aw in 1963 our country had long held back 
from carrying it out for various reasons, while passing through several proc sses 
preparatory to execution until | July 1977 when it was put into effect at all olaces 
of work and industrial site: with more than 500 employees for workers und their 
dependent families. Subsequently the scope of medical insurance has been to include 
on | January 1979, civil servants and private school faculties and effective 1 July 
1979, the size of piace of work where the law applies has been decreased from 500 to 
300 regular employees, thus broadening the scupe of application. Also, next year 

it is planned to increase the scope of application even further to include those 
workplaces with 100 or more employees. This will increase the number of people with 
medical insurance from the current 8,860,000 to 10,200,000 with the addition of 
1,600,000 new persons when all those receiving medical protection are included, 

% percent of ove total population, or 13,700,000 people will receive medical 
insurance. Powever, the system has several problems that require urgent correction, 
including the omission from protection of those who most urgently need its benefits 
such as casual workers, temporary workers under 3 months’ duration, farming and 
fishing village residents, retirees and workers in medium and small enterprises with 
less than 100 employees, discriminatory treatment of those with medical insurance by 
medical institutions, miscalculation of numbers of insured, and financial poverty 

of the insurance itself. 


The industrial injury compensation system was established in December 1963 as an 
insurance system to help workers injured in accidents on the job and was put into 
effect in July 1964; its coverage has been expanded to include places of work with 
more than 16 employees, construction jobs with more than 4,200 man days per year 
and construction jobs of over 10,000,000 won, but it still has many problem areas 
which need improving. A particular problem is seen in Table | and Table 2 which 
show the continuously increasing yearly numbers of injured and the industrial 
injury ratio which is higher by 5 or 10 times those of advanced countries; the 
physical and financial damage to the workers which results from this brings massive 
economic loss to enterprise and state and causes productivity decreases due to the 
loss of skilled labor.

In fact, not only is the current number of recipients of industrial injury insurance 
excessively low, in most cases the method of disbursement is single payment lump 

sum so that after a certain period of time the injured workers face the tragedy of 
having to rely on other employable members of the family to live the rest of his 
life in circumstances where sufficient social organs to reeducate and retrain dis- 
abled workers do not exist. Also, industrial injury has shown itself to bring 
massive economic danage to the state; according to studies, the yearly economic 

loss resulting from industrial injury in 1973 amounted to about 4,400,000,000 won in 
direct loss and 17,600,000,000 in indirect loss, while in 1976 it was about 

30,400 ,000,000 in direct loss and 150,000,000,000 in indirect loss. Also, skilled 
labor loss resulting from industrial injury causes a loss in labor days which brings 
about difficulties in production planning, thereby raising the problem of decreased 
profits for the enterprise. Therefore, the scope of application of industrial 
injury insurance must be expanded to include the workers of small businesses, each 
type of industrial insurance compensation must be brought into line with reality 

and such welfare services as rehabilitation service must be expanded while safety 
management must be strengthened. The safety management problem is particularly 
severe. This is because the adherence to the various regulations prescribed in the 
Labor Standards Law such as labor contract, wages, working hours, safety, health, 
industrial injury and employme: conditions depends on the work supervisors.

lik. Teske and Prospects 


Today, 200 yeare after James Watt perfected the steam engine and opened the curtain 
for the induetrial era in 1774, aan ie facing 4 new period of transformation of 
human history which is opening the second industrial era of the electronics and 
space induetries, However, the side effecte of this change are most dramatically 
seen in the area of labor /management relations. in 1975 4 West German political 
poster saying “Prom industrial subjects to free economic citizens” gave expression 


to today's labor /managerent relations. 


in fact the past decades of the Sixties and Seventies have brought about eeoc ia! 

and economic changes throughout the world that are ae great as the technological 

e . This phenomenon hae ultimately made the citizens of the advanced countries 
highly aware of their freedom and has given thee 4 self-consciousness based on 
wnivereal social freedom in plece of the previous respect for and obedience to 
authority. The factory worker of the past who was conscious of his circumstances 
under full employment or overemployment hae now become able to hold the position of 
collaborator. Thue today's labor/management reiations have the collec- 
tive bargaining of the past to show 4 trend toward 

4 participant in management. But in euch an 

the initiative in labor/management relations will aove over 
law will become gore important than the conventional au 


Management . 


However, in the so-called special circumstances of Korea which require the 
simultaneous pureuit of national defense and economic development, the industria! - 
ization process which is being pushed ‘orward requires the major premise that there 
be no violent confrontation in labor/management relations that might threaten the 
productive order of social safety. Therefore, until now the resolution of labor/- 
management problems has been braked by pursuing it in a femilial atmosphere while 
the self regulating exercise of the three rights of labor has been bound up in law. 
However, this Korean labor /management relationship has given absolute superiority 
to management in the resolution of labor/management conflict. Nonetheless, it can 
be eaid that thie is the natural logical result. This is because on the practical 
level, the institutions! mechod of forced resolution of labor/management conflict 
contains within iteel{ the logical contradiction of disregarding the basic princi- 
ples of social dynamics which searches for resolution by the human relations 
approact method of cooperation and agreement. Thus because of the institutional 
support it receives, management's attitude when faced with labor/management conflict 
naturally prefere forced resolution to cooperation and agreement. in this sense 

it would seem righ’ to set up a6 the primary principle the entrusting of labor/- 
managment problems .o the self-regulating resolution of the parties involwed as much 
as possible in order to prevent the institutional alienation of labor groups and 
enhance their attachment to society, making more active the relations between the 
two groups. The growth of the problems of conflict is now more potential than 
actual. That is because of their relative explosiveness. As 8. Bendix has already

@iearly shown, potential eneray is found in the enterprise's social conflict of 
siructural inequality about which is said, “Without the existence of the business 
organization in which 4 @inority gives the orders and the majority obeye, indue- 
tfialigation is impossible.” Thus, the problem is not the general suppression of 
conflicts as they present themecives, but rather how to draw them inte an inetitu- 
tional conduit where both sides negotiate to resolve them progressively. Then can 
the true industrial peace which is the gold for productive order and social security 
finally be achieved in the true sense, 


On one hand, a6 we have already seen, the government is preparing various kinds of 
institutional mechaniems to ensure the security of the workers’ livelihood. Also, 
the Office of Labor Affaire has used administrative guidance te bring many jobe at 
less than 30,000 won to above the 30,000 won line. However, the government hae 
Only used administrative guidance to handle the low wage problem and is still re- 
fraining from applying the minigue wage provisions. However, the failure to carry 
out the @ini@um wage system, which is the basis of worker welfare, even while 
establishing 60 hours per week as the maximum working hours ise at variance with 
the policy goal of building 4 welfare society. Therefore, thie gust be the most 
urgent task of the future in the realisation of workers’ welfare along with the 
self-regulation of labor/management relations. 


Contemporary welfare thought says that “Responsibility for poverty lies not with 
the individual but with the state and society,” and emphasizes the social value and 
responsibility of welfare policy. Of course, thie kind of welfare consciousness 
rose because of the extreme severity of the social inequality which resulted from 
the industrial revolution which it was necessary to resolve at the level of the 
state. But that is sot to say that such protection of the individual by the state 
arose only from economic motives. it is also an expression of the gutual rights 
and duties of society and the individual. Of course this welfare thought was not 
of spontaneous origin. in the early stages of industrialization responsibility for 
poverty wae laid on the individual, eo that the seasures taken against poverty at 
that time relied strongly on police force. J.J. Spengler callie this “the contempt 
of the upper classes for the poot during several centuries.” 


However, according to the basic ideale of godern liberal democracy which considers 
freedom and equality to be the greatest good, no class can be despised by another. 
However, that is logic and not reality. Therefore, the social alienation of the 
weaker classes by bold welfare investment is necessary.

SPECLAL CORRESPONDENT INVESTIGATES WORTH KOREA

After visiting China, Francoise Mitterrand made a short trip to North 
Korea, where he had 4 discussion with President Kim Il-song on 


Sunday, 15 February. Hie impression from thie meeting wae that «4 


“clear rapprochement" existed between Beijing and Pyongyang “with- 
cut « break with the USSR” by North Korea. According to the 


socialist leader, Kim Il-song is 4 person showing “a great deal of 
common sense and 4 great deal of reslien.” 


Philippe Pons, our former correspondent in Japan, who was recently 
replaced in Tokyo by &.-P. Paringaux, recently investigated North 
Korea. Following are the results of the investigation. 


1. “A Socialist Paradise” 


Pyongyang. “We are studying the life of our revered leader five hours per week. He 
is the father of the Korean people,” we were told by two kids, 9 and 10 years old, 
respectively, speaking together. it was 6 4.@, and they were going to school, With 
their wide Lenin-style caps and twisted trousers, they would have looked like 
archins, but for their heavy black school satchele which turned them into obedient 
school children. With their red scarves and insignia in the shape of 4 torch, like 
all children seven years of age or older, they are part of the Pioneer Union. Elee- 
where, a group of five girls, slightly older, wearing blue skirts with suspenders 
and red blouses and an enormous red plestic flower stuck on their hair--the unifore 
of high school girle--stand at attention and give the Pioneer salute (hand vertical 
and the are beld at right angles to the head) before anewering, “our wish for the 
future’? It is the reunification of our country under the iapetus of the great 
leader.” Groups of boys and girls regularly evear the oath of loyalty to the 
national ideale and, naturally, to the “leader” who represents them, in front of 

the guseum of the revolution. 


Like the children of China, the children of Worth Korea are the best innocent propa- 
gandiste of the system. They ere healthy, beautiful and photogenic. Unfa.iingly, 
they voice the two national obsessions: “veneration”--the Koreans prefer thie word 
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te that of eultewof the “great leader” and the reunification of the country, One 
could ask any child at random in the street and the anewers will always be the same, 
for they have been forced upon them since kindergarten, The kindergarten of the 
conperative farm near Pyongy hae 4 especial hall with emall chairs ranged around 
4 mock~up of the house where Kim Il-seng was born, the “Bethlehem of People's 
Korea,” say ironically the diplomats posted in Pyongyang. Accompanied on the 
accordion by the teacher, at the age of four they are singing songe glorifying Kia 
on: Other kindergartens have 4 @iniature train representing reunification, 
Engravings on classroom walle depict the life of the “leader” and hie family. As 
ie the case with the three museums of the revolution in Pyongyang, national history 
ie entirely mined with the family model: actually, thie is of no particular help 
if we wish to find out what Kie Li-song was doing before 1945. 


The knowledge which the children acquire from a very tender age will continue to be 
taught to the adults until their death (the ingenuous ideas on the subject of 

“daddy sarshal” will be subsequently “buttressed” by the orthodox version of history) 
with a study course at work, on the radio, at the revolutionary opera and even un- 
wittingly. in the subway: “Comments on current news” are tirelessly broadcast in 
subway trains. In the city centers, ae we were able to notice in Wonsan, 4 sea 
port. public loudspeakers broadcast in the streets the program of Channel 6, starting 
at 6 4.a. “Everyone gust well understand our party line in order to implement it 
accurately: thie is 4 permanent political training,” we were told. 


A closed country, firmly based on an ideology which innervates all acts and movements 
of daily life, the Korean People's Democratic Republic is 4 shock to the newcomer. 

In the case of journalists, caution through generalizations ise required, bearing in 
mind the limited nature of observations they are allowed to make. 


The Orwellian World 


To the Western eye, entering People's Koreas means making a time leap and entering 
Orwell's world of 1984. Everything is neat, polished, planned, organized, programmed. 
Everyone in the street seems to know where he is going, groups of people march 
singing, no action seems purposeless, and everything seems to have an ideological 
context. There is no laughter but there is faith in the future. Has President Kin 
il-song not “anewered questions which philosophers have asked in vain in the course 
of centuries?” The North Koreans know little of the outside world other than that 
the Americans have built @ 240 km long concrete wall along the 38th parallel, not for 
the sake of blocking an attack from the north but for preventing the population of 
the south from leaving their “hell.” No single North Korean failed to tell us, 
through our interpreter, that he was “happy.” Actually, People's Korea is less a 
state than a “socialist paradise,” Kim Ll-song has stated. Unquestionably, it is 
not one of the least achievements of the system to have been able, apparently, to 
convince the population of this fect. 


To the Marxist economists the Democratic People's Republic of Korea (DPRK) is a 
model of socialist development. To begin with, it has avoided the “monetary 
illusion: sealaries hardly change but, a8 production increases, consumption 
develops. The DPRK, on the other hand, seems to have been able to avoid disparatiecs 
between town and country triggered by development. Cultural and urban family 
income is the same, we vere told. This situation, unquestionably related to popu- 
lation mobility restrictions as well, has made it possible to avoid the swelling of 
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the cities ae 4 result of the rural exodus, a6 has been the case in the south, 
Finally, hawing eliminated taxes levied on the population until 1974, the state is 
financed from the earnings of enterprises which are all nationalized and the co~ 
Operative farms. 


The progress achieved by thie country which was razed to the ground in the 1950-195) 
war, ie vieible, tangible. Wo single bit of arable land ise not under cultivation, 
Undoubtedly, the provincial cities are lees well supplied than Pyongyang but they 
can easily be compared to their Chinese counterparts. The villages look clean and 
orderly. Wo apparent marke of poverty could be noted in the cities, and we were 
not allowed to confirm the existence claimed by diplomats posted in Pyongyang of 
“another world” far less adequate, behind the building lining the major arteries 

of the capital, buildings which give it 4 more Scandinavian than Asiatic appearance. 
The absence of marketplaces, bicycles and crowde~-unlees organized and marching 
together=-and, quite simply, of life during the day, gives Pyongyeng an artificial 
air which, actually, is reinforced by ite nature of a model city with broad tree 
lined avenues, parke and water fountains. Everything is present but looks like a 
stage setting. With ite empty etreete and nonexistent traffic, other than silent 
trolley buses or the few official care which pay no attention to pedestrians but 
which traffic policewomen, nevertheless, try to direct with etylized movements, 
Pyongyang has 4 provincial appearance compared with Seoul, 4 metropolis of six 
million people, active. polluted and of doubtful cleanliness but equally modern. 


Life returns to the streets at the end of the day, when the working day is over. 
Clothing is simple but quite a bit more varied in cut and color compared with 
China: suite and ties are worn more than Mao-style tunics even though the wearing 
of caps is widespread. Women seem to appreciete more modest skirts and knitted 
blouses than the pants and jackets which conceal the shapes of Chinese women, at 
least in the cities. The stores are strangely located on the ground tloors of 
residential buildings with no display windows. The prices of ‘oodetuffs, stan- 
dardized for the country, are accessible to anyone earning an average salary (90 
wons)!; 1 ke of rice, rationed at 700 grams per adult, costs 0.8 won and 1 ke of 
pork costs between 3} and 4 wons; beer costs 0.70 won. The goods sold in the big 
stores are basic in terms of Western standards but meet essential needs. 


The Reign of Virtue 


In fact, the DPRK has followed 4 system in which the state assumes complete charge 
of the individual both materially and ideologically. The protector-state has been 
fully achieved and the desire to depend has been satisfied: “On the material level 
we have no worry whatever. The state provides everything,” we were told. The 
education and clothing of children in the course of 11 years of free and mandatory 
schooling, housing (rents account for three percent of wages), medical care (one 
physician per 200 people whom he sees once monthly): there is no initiative for 
the individual to assume in daily life. Everything is taken care of, planned and 
normed. The individual is asked to be conscientious in performing hie duties. 

For example, it is not forbidden to marry before the recommended age (26 for women 
and 30 for men). “But thie is not done, for everyone is aware of his debt to the

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state for the benefite it grants,” we were told by @ 22-yearmold girl, a subway 
train engineer. Premarital sexual relations? The question seeme odd if not 
shocking, and the anewers are invariably borrowed from a type of morality which 
recelie the existence of an old Confucianist background within which socialist 
puritaniem seems to have grown, Material success goes hand in hand with virtue, 


Crime? “lt is virtually abeent: why kill of eteal when we have nothing to envy 

and are happy,” we are told. Mental hoepitale? The brief anewer is, “there is no 

problem on thie score.” Whereas no one seems to have any idea on the latter question, 
diplomats posted in Prenayene are lees affirmative than the authorities concerning 
the «ebeence of all crime. seidence’? None: “The intellectuals are in the front 

ranke of the revolution, "? 


Several mechanieme are used to strengthen the monolithic nature of North Korean 
Society, First of all, there ie an atmosphere of egalitarianiem which strengthens 
4 consumption system which may give the fictitious yet ostentatious feeling of 
collective luxury: the marble monuments and palaces in Pyongyang, the parks, the 
fountains, the extravagantly luxurious subway with ite marble columns, huge 
chandeliers, murale and diszying escalatore--or the Maneudai Theater, which is a 
veritable Taj Mahal with ite huge chandeliers and twisted staircases, all mani- 
festations of this luxury. The population of Pyongyang lives modestly but has the 
impression of sharing in 4 collective wealth. 
|

A second cohesion-promoting mechanism is the perpetual mobilization uf the indi- 
viduals who are not given any possibility to be by themselves: production crusades 
follow joint constant efforts to increase the energy and strengthen the collecti- 
vistic spirit through the blending of the individual within the mass. 


There are no mental worries, there ie no “Polish pain,” there is no dissidence. The 
DPRK looks like a nation blended in a feeling of unanimity whose sole reference is 

the great leader. He is the only one who is not wearing the badge with hie image 

worn by everyone. The libraries contain thousands of books, most of which are from 

4 single author. Hise name rune through each sentence. Flowers are laid in front 

of his statues and he exists even in the shape of a rose named after him: “Kimileunia.” 


Is the DPRK in the grips of a cult of personality which has reached 4 degree never 
previously attained’ A Westerner could hardly avoid this conclusion. What remains 
is that the North Korean ideological system has helped to restore a national identity 
and pride in a people whose h.story is long but which has always been dominated, 
firet by China and then by Japan. What is most surprising, perhaps, is that this 
ideology has made possible, furthermore, the economic upsurge of the country in 25 
years.

Radio broadcasts the accomplishments of 
meretorious workers: People's Korea is a country where one does not work but is 

in a “speed fight" for production, The people attack everything, even the 
Climate, where they etruggle on the “cold weather front." 


Thie tireless mobilization of the population by a sort of etate=plant, whose slogane 
are promoted by the Labor Party (two million members), aime at maintaining 4 permanent 
“pioneer spirit.” What makes it even more vigorous is that since the end of the 
19606 the two Koreas have engaged in 4 desperate competition: Each of them intends 
to “prove” that ite system ie more efficient than that of the other and, by thie 
token. fo legitimize its regime. This competition on both sides of the Mth parallel 
vo ae has something to do with the economic results achieved by both north 
south. 


Some economists consider divided Korea a unique laboratory in the study of the way 
the two development models, “capitalist” and “socialist,” operate. The country was 
destroyed by the war in 1953 and, both sides, starting from an almost feudal 
situation, the two Koreas engaged almost simultaneously in a development race but 
in radically different ways: the south bases ite economy on foreign capital and 
exporte--an extreme dependence on the world market which ise both ite strength and 
its weaknese--whereas the north emphasizes self-sufficiency. The latter is a more 
austere way which, however, guarantees its political independence of ite two 
communist neighbors, China and the USSR. Twenty-five years later, one is very 
tempted to draw 4 line, add up the total and name the winner. 


The approach which, unquestionably, has ite merit from the ideological point, since 
both Pyongyang and Seoul freely enumerate in detail the weaknesses of the opponent's 
system, intellectually seems somewhat unsatisfactory. It would be futile to compare 
gross national products in which exports play a radically different role. This leads 
to the study of indebtedness from an entirely different perspective or to 4 com- 
parison of per capita income even though in the north the state takes complete care 
of the individual whereas such care is virtually nonexistent in the south. Never- 
theless, in order to gain a certain understanding, let us cite a few figures: 
According to computations made in Seoul which, therefore, must be handled with 
caution, considering that the south has a population of 37.6 million, compared with 
the 17.4 million in the north, the gross national product in the south is 61 million 
dollars compared with 12.5 million in the north. In the south exports total $15 
billion compared with $1.15 billion in the north. The foreign trade totale $25 
billion in the south and $2 billion in the north. 


"Knowledge, Morality, Health” 


Whereas such figures appear to be likely (Pyongyang provides no statistics on such 
matters), per capita income figures are far less likely: $1,620 in the south and 
$719 in the north. In his New Year's message, President Kim Il-song announced that 
the 1979 per capita income was $1,920. Regardless of Western skepticiem, the 
Koreans claim that they used international norms in their computations but took into 
consideration free public benefits. “It is estimated that such benefits double the 
monthly individual income,” we were told. American experts believe that per capita 
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income in the DPRK ie $1,300 but that the north has outstripped the south in terme 
of per capita energy consumption and in the production of grain crops and steel, 


Whatever the meaning of such controversy may be, two realities strike the newcomer 
in Pyongyang. The first is that the DBRK seems to have developed an infinitely 
etronger economy than is generally believed, clouded by its indebtedness to Western 
countries. A second surprise factor is that an ideology which a Westerner may find 
somewhat hallucinatory ise nevertheless helping the country to funetion in an 
economically satisfactory way. 


The entire system, we are told, reste on the “djoutche ideology” formulated by the 
“great leader” who emphasizes national identity, the mobilization of the masses and 
the principle of “relying upon one's own etrength.” The rest is accomplished by the 
“perapicacity of the revered leader." According to our interlocutore the latter is 
omipresent, seeing to everything through innumerable “stop visite" which are 
minutely recorded and are in fact noted even in the smallest plants by inecrip- 
tions in red and gold on the machinery. 


Apj ‘rently, therefore, Kim Il-song must be omniscient, for he can just as easily 
issue directives on the building of a cement plant as for increasing yielde in a 
poultry farm or the training of managers. Without questioning the assuredly 
astonishing qualities of the president, one could nevertheless note that the economic 
upsurge of People's Korea is due to other factors as well. 


Starting with the advantage of raw material resources, the DPRK has mostly emphasized 
ite “most precious capital: man." "Knowledge, morality, health" are the regime's 
servants. in public health the policy of free medical aid has borne fruit, for in 
one-quarter of a century the life span of the North Koreans has been extended, we 
were told, by 35 veare: The average life span is 76 for the women 70 for the men. 
This would classify the DPRK among the countries where people live the longest. The 
demographic birth rate is not high but "70 percent of the population is under 40." 

A system of kindergartens and nurseries, unquestionably the most advanced in the 
world, allows, furthermore, an intensive mobilization of female manpower (48 percent 
of the total). This partially compensates for the shortage of young workers caused 
by a long military service. 


Furthermore, marketing facilities at the plant and a system of collective mutual 
family health contribute to the “liberation” of the woman so that she may hold a job. 
A woman with three children works only six hours daily but is paid for eight. 
Apparently, many people go on working past retirement age (55), this combining 
pensions with salaries, a6 is the case with women in charge of picking fallen leaves 
off the streets. 


After 11 years of free and mandatory schooling, the DPRK, which plans to extend this 
service to the university level, has reached a remarkable educational standard: 8.6 
million young Koreans, ranging from kindergarten age to secondary school seniors, are 
thus educated at the expense of the state. Pyongyeng's wish to be independent of its 
two communist neighbors has, furthermore, resulted in the opening of a substantial 
number of technical schools. 
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Solid Economic Foundations 


“Morality,” i.e., “having a correct political awareness," remains as the last but 

not least factor in the mobilisation of the country's forces. Vocational and, above 
all, political training “goes on throughout Life so that one may become imbued with 
the proper party line.” No one can avoid membership in a mase organization (Pioneers, 
women's, socialist youth, etc). The eight-hour work daye are extended by two to 
three houre weekly of political training et the place of work (plant or cooperative). 
This tends to turn the DPRK into an ideological fortress. 


The party plays an essential role at all the levels of the productive machinery and 
the decision-making process. An economic institute trains and retraine managers: 

The students must be recommended by the local party committee and, subsequently, 
appoiated by the central committee. In plants and cooperatives there is apparent 
autonomy through the exchange of suggestions between the production unit and ite 
control body. Furthermore. the cooperatives have their own investment funds. How- 
ever, it is always the local party committee which makes decisions, after consultations 
with the workers. 


Material incentive is added to ideological incentive: The bonus system is practiced 
in plants and collective farms. The young worker in a Wonsan textile plant who is 
able to raise the pace of stitching sleeves (300 daily) could increase her 95-won 
monthly salary by 30 wons. "A revolutionary working and living style has firmly 
taken hold in our entire society thanks to the slogan of one for all and all for one, 
Kim Ii-song said at the 6th congress. According to Japanese experts in North Korea, 
the mobilization of the population is not as satisfactory as the authorities claim. 
Low productivity and a slow pace seem to be the common feature of the plants we 
visited. The “struggle against waste," the need for greater “labor discipline” and 
the “strengthening of the party's leadership" are constantly mentioned. Among 
others, these are the targets of the movement for the “three big revolutions"--the 
ideological, technological and cultural--undertaken in 1974. "Speed squads" consisting 
of party members, students, professors and technicians, are assigned to plants and 
cooperative farms to help the cadres "to get rid of vestiges of conservatism and 
imperialiem." 





Both qualitative and quantitative features of manpower drive faster the mechanization 
process in agriculture and of automation in industrial output. Such modernization, 
required by the economy if it is to engage in a new stage of development, may be 
summed up with three slogans: “Self-sufficiency, modernization and scientification" 
(People's Korea is generous in the coining of new words; the latter means a rejection 
of empiricism and the rapid introduction of technology). This modernization of the 
production machinery, which reminds one of the four modernizations in China. coupled 
to the effort to improve the extraction of raw materials and to develop exports and 
consumption, is the main axis of the current seven-year plan (1978-1984). 


‘ollowing 4 period of uncertainty in 1976 and 1977, the latter year having been used, 
according to official statements, for the making of “readjustments,” the DPRK seems, 
accoridng to Japanese experts, to have taken the right way leading to its objectives. 
Today it has a solid foundation for engaging in the new stage of its development. 


Whereas, unquestionably, the economic framework of the country has been developed 
(the DPRK produces 98 percent of the machines and 70 percent of the raw materials 
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it needs), the required modernization of its productive machinery implies the 
increased utilization of foreign technology. This poses at least two probleme: 
firet, that of developing contacts with the Western world, whose fingers were some~ 
what burned by Korea's violations of financial engagements, and that of the question 
of ite independence toward ite two big communist neighbors.

Pyongyang. Several km.distant on each side of the Yalu, which divides China from 
North Korea, stand two huge bronze statues facing opposite directions. On the 
Chinese side, the statue of Mao Zedong is turned toward Beijing, whereas on the other 
bank, at the very center of the main square of the trontier city of Sinuiju, the 
statue of Kim Il-song looks toward Korea. This is somewhat symbolic of the nation- 
aliem which overshadows and of the independent way adopted by People's Korea. This 
applies not only to China, regardless of thousands of years of cultural similarity, 
but to the USSR as well. 


There is no equivalent to the geopolitical situation of the DPRK throughout the 
world. Bearing in mind its borders with the three superpowers, it is, to say the 
least, uncomfortable: China to the northwest, the USSR to the northeast, and to 
the south the United States with its force of 38,000 men on the other side of the 
3@th parallel. The risk of being crushed by becoming the theater of the rivalry 
between Beijing and Moscow and, eventually, the satellite of either one of them, is 
the constant worry of Pyongyang. Unquestionably, this has something to do with the 
' somewhat extravagant nature which Kim Il-song's regime may appear to have, when 
looked at from the outside: The way @ nationalism with xenophobic overtones is 
erystallized on the person of the “leader” and the “veneration” of his person and 
the shaping of the country as an ideslogical fortress act, perhaps, as much as 
power mechanisms as an antidote to "dominationism,"” a neologiem which the Koreans 
prefer to the word “hegemonism,” which they consider to be excessively “Chinese.” 
"We needed a pivot, a nucleus around which to rally a country emerging from feudaliem 
and experiencing extraordinary external pressures," we were told by an official 
representing the DPRK in an international agency. "Today, with our firm economic 
and ideological foundations, we can engage in changes both on the domestic and 
foreign levels." 


Freedom of Maneuverability 


The intensification of Sino-Soviet antagonism at the beginning of the 1960s merely 
confirmed the North Korean policy of self-sufficiency and independence they had 
launched. The “line” credited to Kim Ll-song is to have insured the triumph of this 
policy. In the aftermath of the war, the conflict between the “line” of the sup- 
porters of a policy which gave priority to the improvement of living conditions and 
of those who demanded first the creation of a firm economic framework based on heavy 
industry partially suppressed the internal power struggle within the party between 
the pro-Soviet and pro-Chinese factions, on the one hand, and the faction supporting 
Kim Il-song. 


In the area of foreign relations the choice of austerity has been successful, the 
Koreans point out, not without a certain pride. The policy of evenhandedness with 
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Beijing and Moscow wae initially hard to balance, At the beginning of the 19608, in 
an effort to avoid being dominated by the USSR, Pyongyang adopted positions close to 
Beijing. However, when the cultural revolution broke contacts between parties, the 
pendulum swung the other way and the DPRK renewed ite relations with Moscow which had 
substantially warmed up after Khrushchev's fall. A similar phenomenon was to take 
place following the end of the cultural revolution. ! 


Today Pyongyang ie free to maneuver. Naturally, while it avoids following Beijing 
in ite denunciation of hegemoniem (particularly in the course of Kim Ii- ong's 1975 
China vieit), the DPRK, nevertheless, hae tried in recent years to promote a rap- 
prochement with China: Pyongyang quite significantly condemned the Vietnamese inter= 
vention in Kampuchia as an act of "dominationiem,” but abstained from any criticiem 
of China's “punitive action” in Vietnam. 


On the Chinese side it may be noted that the first official visit made by Hua Guofeng 
was to North Korea. The recent overtures made by Pyongyang toward the United States 
and plans for cultural exchanges between the two countries, which were brought forth 
in the course of the visit which Mr Solarz, an American congressman, made to Pyongyang 
in June 1980, intentions which the Koreans claim to be willing to pursue, encouraged 
the belief that the DPRK is aligning itself with China. This trend, however, is 
limited: Pyongyang did not directly comment on the events in Afghenistan, even 

though some diplomats hint that their country is hostile to any foreign intervention. 2 
However, the Koreans point out that they do not intend to express their views 
publicly on the problems which divide the communist world. Pyongyang seems to have 
chosen the way of silence, both in order to avoid any alienation with one or another 
of its neighbors and to strengthen its position in the nonaligned movement. 


The "First Communist Dynasty" 


The policy of independence pursued toward Beijing and Moscow is a delicate one, for 
it deprives the DPRK of wrconditional support. That is why the latter imperatively 
needs to sink diplomatic r ots in the nonaligned movement. Since the beginning of 
the 19708 the DPRK abandoned its policy of support of revolutionary insurrections in 
the world--a strategy supported by Lin Piao in 1965--in the pursuit of greater inter- 
national legitimacy. 


This policy of “invitations and visits” was accentuated in 1979, particularly toward 
the nonaligned countries: To strengthen its position within this movement and even 
to become its promoter is, particularly after President Tito's death, the key to 
DPRK foreign policy. This is a policy of openings, considered essential for the 
accelerated economic development of the DPRK. It is also aimed at promoting the 
viewpoint held by Pyongyang on the country's reunification. Officially, both 
Beijing and Moscow support the North Korean policy on this point. However, this is 
not to say that, in fact, they are opposed to the preservation of the status quo, 

of which the North Koreans are perfectly aware. 


The second reason for the new policy of diplomatic opening inaugurated by Pyongyang 

is economic. The autarchic development pursued in the past seems to have reached its 
limit and, apparently, the DPRK is ready to follow a way similar to that of China 
after Mao's death, the way of the four modernizations, but far more cautiously. It 

is quite clear that Beijing would like to develop far more rapidly and extensively 

its relations with the United States and Japan compared with the DPRK, whose adversary, 








bouth Korea, is an ally of the former and @ major trade partner of the latter. it 
ie equally evident, however, to listen to North Korean officials, that they are 
trying te go beyond the framework of relations maintained exclusively with communict 
countries. in thie area, the problem facing the DPRK ie to rebuild ite image, eome~ 
what damaged by ite reputation as « “poor credit risk,” 


North Korea hae ei ty on the consolidation of ite debt to Japan, ite 
biggest ereditor ( million) and with France. 


fiven though the Koreans claim to be self-sufficient in the field of technology, it 
actually seems clear that they have an imperative need for trade with the Weet in 
order to modernize their economy Thie development presumes the making of choices 
and involves unknown clemente. Pyongyang is pay particularly close attention to 
the development of China, which is considered, in facet, a8 the countermede!: The 
demobilization triggered by de-Macization and the social upheavals which the brutal 
renunciation of some self-sufficiency principles could bring about must be absolutely 
avoided, the Koreans think Therefore, they intend to be extremely cautious and 
selective in their cooperation with the foreign world. 


So far, their system has functioned thanks to the isolation of the country: It is 
striking to note the extent to which the population of the DPRK, with the exception 
of the wery select few who have visited foreign countries, hae no basis for com 
parison with what ie found eleewhere. On the other hand, their military effort has 
hindered the improvement of living and consumption conditions. One of the targets of 
the current plan is to remedy thie situation. However, if the encouragement of 
social cohesion is to be preserved, according to which the DPRK is a “socialist 
paradise,” to 4 certain extent the country gust remain closed. 


Purthermore, 4 strong power gust be maintained in terms of foreign relations. it is 
in this perspective that the problem of Kim ll-song's succession by his son must be 
considered. By establishing @ power continuity through an already started transfer 
of “weneration” from the father to the son, the DPRK leadership hopes to awoid «4 
period of uncertainty and even of struggle for succession, following the death of the 
great leader,” « struggle which might provide the opportunity for 4 foreign inter- 
vention. 


The principle of the establishment of the “first communist dynasty” wae not estab- 
lished without difficulty and opposition, particularly among the armed forces. Today, 
however, it seeme that it has been accepted by the majority of the leadership as the 
least risky solution. Kim Jong-il is adequately positioned in controlling, after 

hie father, the perty apparatus and as the third highest ranking personality in the 
armed forces." It remains to be seen if be will hawe hie father’s chariems. Stalin's 
and Meo's wocessions were not accomplished without surprises. Could thie occur in 
People’s k cea despite the precautions which are being taken’

{Text} in hie historic report delivered at the Sixth Party Congress, the great

Through the process of 
revolutionization and working classization of the whole society, individuale free 
themeelves of capitaliet ideologies euch ae individualiem and egoiem, and come to 
nurture an attitude and viewpoint of being masters of the revolution, 4 revolu- 
tionary epirit of hatred for clase enemies, and 4 noble communist epirit of 
devoting their all and struggling on behalf of the undertaking of socialiem and 
communiem.

If, 
having said that 4 socialist system has been established, the work of indoctrinat~ 
ing and remlding workers is conducted haphazardly or weakly, they will become 
satisfied with their ample life and incapable of fervently holding on to their 
passion for revolution, and will also become incapable of devoting their all to

We speak of those who fight fervently on behalf of the party and the revolution, 
the fatherland and the people, who can be said to represent the true communisty 
humanity of our time. Such lofty spirit can be brought forth on all fronte only 
when individuals are possessed of 4 resolute working clase attitude and a 
revolutionary world view. For such to be the case, the work of revolut ionization 
and working classization of workere must be unflaggingly pushed ahead.

Therefore, if science and technology are to be developed in 4 manner which con- 
forms to the realistic demands of socialist development, ecientific research 
activities gust be pursued in conformity with the line and policy of our party. in
